He was di- 
rected to make a detailed statement of 
the condition of the men, and "send oar 
Illinois dead and wounded to their homes, 
and if government does not furnish trans- 
portation tor dead and wounded, provide 
all that u necessary at the expense of the 
state of Illinois," The Doctor did aa he 
was bidden and oared for about 400 dead 
and wounded.

rBpedal Correflpondence.l 


March 29.— The officers of 


the White HOUBB tell me that more strangers 
have visited Washington during the present 
season than at any time during their remem- 
brance. They come in crowds to the White 
House daily, and tbe president's hand-shaking 
receptions, which occur every other day, are 
attended by hundreds. Miss Cleveland's re- 
ceptions have throughout the season been very 
large indeed. At each of them thousands 
have 
crowded 
into 
the 
lines, 
and 


tbe anxiety to pay respects has been BO 
great that extra guards have had to 
be 
employed. 
At 
tiroes 
the 
crowd 


has been admitted in a line of three or four 
abreast, and this line has extended all along 
the curved walk of the White House grounds 
and back to the street. 
Some curious inci- 


dents have occurred in this crush and crowd 
to shake hands with the president's sister. 
Two women assaulted one of .the keepers of 
the White House the other day because he 
would not admit them as fast aa they wished. 
They were tall and muscular and of the 
French fish wife order, and they bruised him 
badly. 
It was tbe intention to arrest the 


women and they were pointed out to a police- 
man, but on second thought the matter was 
hushed up. 


Col Dinsmore, the tall, strong, fine-looking 


man who introduces the guests to Miss Cleve- 
land, told me yesterday that there wore more 
repeaters in a White House reception than at 
the ballot box in the most corrr.pt of politi- 
cal elections. 
"Some persons," said he, 


"shake hands with the president and his sister 
over and over again during the same even- 
ing. 
I suppose they want to say that they 


nave shaken hands with them so many times. 
One man ahook hands so often at the last re- 
ception that for very shame I changed hk 
name and introduced him as Mr. Jones when 
he came through the fourth time. 
Miss 


Cleveland recognized the man even under 
the assumed name, and I could see by 
the twinkle of her eye that she appreciated 
the situation. 
Many people grow dumb- 


founded when they come into the presence 
of the president or lady of the White Home 
for the first time. They act sort of dazed, as 
it were, and forget their very names. I re- 
member an Irishman who attended one of 
the late receptions. As he came to me I 
asked him his name. He was looking at Miss 
Cleveland with a sort of a vacant air. 
Ha 


stepped on until he got directly In front of 
her, and then, his mind at last c&tohing my 
question, he turned around, with his back to 
Miss Cleveland, and said: "My name is Peter 
Maboney !" and with that ha rushed away, 
without shaking hands, nor even bowing. 
When he got out he was asked if he had seen 
Miss Cleveland, and he replied: "And, faith, 
she was not there, at all, at all I" 


Miss Cleveland has borne her part during 


the past social season with a great deal of 
credit to herself and the White House. She 
has shown much good sense, a lack of snob- 
bishness and a great deal of kind-hearted- 
ness. 
At the last reception, when she 


had 
been 
shaking 
bands 
with 
tbou 


sands, and when slw 
must have been 


very tired, the published hour for the closing 
of her reception arrived. There was, how- 
ever, still a long line of people waiting to pay 
their respects. 
Guards started, to close the 


doors, but sue ordered them left open until 
all who called ware admitted. She ban done 
the honors of the White House well at the 
Btate dinners, and her lunches, at tbe White 
House to prominent people have .added a 
great many friends to the president's sup- 
port. If Grover Cleveland was as ansious to 
please the people as is his sister, the wheels of 
the administration would run more smoothly, 
Still, If you give the oftii'e seeker an inch he 
will at once attempt to grab a mild, and I 
uuppose the president by hU gniffuoss, is 
largely enabled to keep the crowd away. 


Returning to Miss Cleveland, she has stop- 


ped with Lent her general receptions, and she 
now receives her friends between the haul's 
of 12 and 1 on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays. 
The president receives on the- 


other days of the week. Miss Cleveland is 
doing no literary work, and in response to a 
question I once put to her on the subject she 
very pertinently answered by asking me bow 
I thought it possible for her to write when 
the social demands upon her were so great, i 
doubt not, however, that she will at some time 
give to tbe world a sketch of her life in the 
White House, and I would not) be surprised 
but that hidden away somewhere she has a 
little note book iu which she jots down cer- 
tain things which she may be able to use in 
the future. 


So far in our history no lady of the White 


House has ever written a book of her exper- 
iences. 


Mrs. Garfeld is said to be writing a bi- 


ography other husband, and when this is pub- 
lished there may be tome White House stories 
In it. Mr. Da-wson, the stenographer who 
took down Gen. Grant's memoirs and who 
acted with him as his private secretary dur- 
ing his last hours, tells me that Mrs. Grant 
has dictated to him a large amount of per- 
sonal incidents and reminiscence concerning 
her husband and the events of their two 
lives. 
He has enough shorthand notes of 


this material to make a book of about TOO 
pages, and be says that Mrs. Grant dictated 
it to him rather that It may be preserved for 
her children than for Immediate publication. 
It contains a great many White House inci- 
dents, and it will be a very gossipy addition 
to our presidential literature. 


What a oook: Dolly Madison could have 


written! She was a young widow in Phila- 
delphia when Madison, a member of one of 
the first congresses, was caught by her. She 
presided over the White House during Jeffer- 
son's time, inasmuch as tbe president was a 
widower and she was the wife of his secre- 


snd sane hymns. Jfra. FOlnisre was a school 
teacher like Miss Clevsli nd, and sheestab- 
Ushed the first library in the White House. I 
suppose Mrs. Flllmore, Mrs. Garfield, Mrs. J. 
Q. Adams, Abigail Adams and Miss Cleve- 
land might be called the literary ladies in the 
gallery of White House occupants. Of these 
Miss Cleveland is the only one who published 
a book while she was in the White House. 
What she may write iu the future as to presi- 
dential matters will undoubtedly sell well and 
be read with interest. 


It is wonderful how much money is being 


made by public men who have turned their 
attention to literature. 
Governor Dingley 


tells me that Blame has received $100,000 as 
the profits of his rirst volume, and that he 
will gnt a larger sum from the sales of the 
seoon.l. Ueu. Graoit's heirs have already re- 
ceived a $200,000 check for. that part of bis 
Memoirs already issued, and the publishers 
say that the pales of the second volume will 
increase this amount to $f>00,0<». 
Sunset 


Cox, just btfore he left for Turkey, tokl me 
that he was to receive h'fty cents a copy from 
tbe sales of his "Three Uei-ades of Federal 
legislation," and 1 happen to know that 
L'."i,OUO i-opies of the work were ordereil before 
it left the press. This gave Cox »12,500 for 
pocket money on his way to Turkey, and I 
doubt not he has received its much more sini;e 
then. Gen. Logan is reported as having said 
that he expertfj tlCHJ.OOU from his book on 
the war, which is still in press, ami there 
seems no end to the fortunes which the great 
Diun can now make if be will only write a 
book. • 


I don't suppose the success of Grant's work 


has a parallel in the history of literature. 
American statesmen have written books be- 
fore, but none in the past have succeeded as 
those of to-day, Parson Brownlow's son tells 
me his father's book brought him in 130,000, 
and it also made a nice little sum for George 
W. CUilds, who. published it 
Alexander 


Stephens received fifty cents a set for his his- 
tory of the war, and more than 70,000 sets 
had been sold before he died. Mr. Stephens 
dictated most of the work and $35,000 was by 
no means bad pay for it. When William H. 
Seward went round the world his adopted 
daughter traveled with him. He dictated to 
her from day to da}' his impressions of travel, 
and when his book was published he turned 
all 
the 
profits, 
amounting 
to 
many 


thousands 
of dollars, over 
to her. I 


don't know how Jeff Davis' book sold, 
but I imagine that it had a good circulation. 
Bob Toombs had intended to write a book oil 
the war, but a flre destroyed his material be- 
fore be got ready to put it together. Joe 
Johnston published some war reminiscences, 
and Gen. Sherman's Memoij-a are known 
toaU. 


Going back a little, we find that statesmen 


and their papers did not fare so well in the 
past. Congress paid Thomas Jefferson only 
*33,000 for his whole library, which, he said, 
had cost him twice that to collect, and Dolly 
Madison received only 130,000 for the valu- 
able papers of President Madison. Washing- 
ton Irving, in his lifetime of literary work, 
received about $250,000, while Prescott's in- 
come from his books was only $6,000 a year. 
Nathaniel Hawthorne's literary income was 
never over $3,000 a year, but Mark Twain 
to-day is said to have received $75,000 from 
"Huckleberry Finn," and Josh Billings got 
$25,000 for his almanac. W. D. Howelle told 
me this week that his "Life of Lincoln" 
paid him only $100, but that was in his salad 
days and report says that h» now receives 
$2.000 for a short story. Tennyson has an in- 
come of $20,000 a year from the works he 
has published. The novel "Eomola" paid 
George Eliot $75,000, and Victor Hugo re- 
ceived $80,000 for "LesMiserables." One of 
the greatest of our American literary suc- 
cesses was "Uncle Tom's Cabin." Harriet 
Beecher Stowe sent it to the publishers, say- 
Ing in her letter that she hoped it would 
bring her in enough to buy her a new silk 
gown. Three hundred thousand copies were 
sold in one year, aud she received S40,OOU 
within a short time after it was issued. 
Scribners paid Bret Harte $10,000 for "Ga- 
briel Conroy," and J. G. Holland is said to 
have received $12,000 for -"Bitter Sweet," and 
$8,000 for "Kathrina." 


The results of these late high prices are that 


more people are writing books than ever 
before, and the literary productions of th» 
next decade will probably surpass that of 
any of those of the past. Mr. Spofford, the 
librarian of congress, tells me that tte great 
American brain is ruore active now than it 
has ever been, and that the copyrights issued 
within the post twelve months have been 
more than a thousand more than during the 
preceding year. More newspaper articles are 
being copyrighted, and many*prominent men 
are writing for syndicates who publish their 
articles in different cities at the same time. 
The historian of tbe future will have the best 
of material to work upon, and the amount of 
valuable material in print is rapidly iucreas

In th» United States Mrs. Piatt's genius has 
been recognized for some years post; but to 
the majority of English readers who take up 
this volume, both poems and poetess will bava 
been hitherto unknown. It is high time, 
though, that acquaintance was made with so 
charming a writer, who, while reminding us 
of our Jean Ingelow and Adelaide Proctor, 
has indubitable originality—and originality, 
too, oi' a very rare kind—of her own. Mrs. 
Piatt affects a certain ruggednes-T of style, 
which often jars on the ear, and her subtle 
and plaintive fancies would often be far more 
impressive if they were but conveyed in more 
musical language.
